New Letter Of Pope Pius 
Treats Again Of Church's 
Teachings On The Liturgy 


Encyclical Entitled ‘Mediator Dei’ Amplifies Holy 
Father’s Writings In ‘Mystici Corporis’ Of 1943 


Vatican City, Nov. 29—(NC)—The Encyclical “Mediator 
Dei,” which was published today, can be called a liturgical 
Encyclical, because it deals exclusively with Divine worship, 
enumerates variances that have been artifically created in re- 
cent years, clarifies issues, explains differences and solves 
questions of sacred liturgy, both in the theoretical and practi- 


jects of discussion in the recent 
past. 

The Encyclical forms, as t were, 
the second chapter of a work be- 
gun in 1943 with the Encyclical 
“Mystici Corporis,” which treated 
of the internal life and the dog- 
matic foundation of the Church. 
The new Encyclical Phe greece the 
true doctrine regarding liturgical 
prescriptions and inculcates their 
exact observance. 


“Mediator Dei” may be called 
the Encyclical on the avoidance of 
exaggeration in the Mystical Body. 
Although addressed to the whole 
Church, it speaks almost exclusi- 
vely of the Latin liturgy where 
in recent years a Movement at once 
scientific and practical has produc- 
ed no little fruit. However, this 
movement has not always been 
kept within proper limits and has 
caused varied reactions particul- 
arly among those opposed to any 
liturgical innovation. 


This state of affairs has obvious- 
ly been dangerous to charity and 
unity within the Church. For this 
reason, the new Encyclical aims 
at arousing the idolent and those 
who are fearful of any sort of 
progress. At the same time, it 


| Seeks to restrain the imprudent. 

| Among questions of a practical 
‘nature that are particularly de- 
| veloped in this Encyclical are mod- 
ern music, the use of the Missal 
by the faithful, means of inducing 
the faithful to participate in the 
Mass, the use of Latin, liturgical 
colors and statues, and the estab- 
lishment of diocesan commissions 
to secure the proper. observance of 
liturgical rules. 


The main body of the Encyclical 
is divided into four parts as fol- 
lows: 

(1) The nature, origin and de- 
velopment of the liturgy: 

(2) Worship of the Blessed 
Eucharist, nature of the Euchar- 
istic Sacrifice, participation of the 
faithful in the Mass, Holy Com- 
munion and adoration of the Sac- 
rament. The chapters of this sec- 
tion also present an exhaustive ex- 
position of dogmatic proofs. 

(3) The Divine Office and the 
liturgical year, the cycle of feasts 
showing the presence in the lit- 
= ry of the mysteries of Redemp- 
tion, 


(4) A pastoral exhortation to 
meditation, examination of con- 
science, retreats, visits to the 
Blessed Sacrament, novenas, ob- 
servance of months honoring the 
Sacred Heart and the Blessed Vir- 
gin Mary. 


The Encyclical makes it clear 
that it is unnecessary to subjec* 
these latter devotions to the rig- 
orous discipline of liturgical rules, 
but that they should nevertheless 
* imbued with the liturgical spir- 
it. 

In this connection, the Encyclic- 
al repeats the remarks in “Mystici 
Corporis” concerning confession. 
It recommends in a special man- 
ner the Exercises of St. Ignatius, 
which have proved wonderfully ef- 
ficacious in renewal of the <virit. 
The Holy Father proceeds insist- 
ently to urge the clergy and the 
faithful to the apostolate of the 
liturgy with respect to proper 
maintenance of churches, Gregor- 
ian Chant, wider use of congre- 
gational singing, instruction of

Former Jacobite 


To Open Church 
Unity Octave 


Will Use Aramaic, 
Language Of Our Lord, 
In Celebrating Mass 


Washington, Dec. 1.—(NC)— 
Archbishop Mar Ivanios of Trivan- 
drum, India who has led 58,000 
members of the dissident Jacobite 
rite back into the Catholic Church 
will open this year’s traditional 
Church Unity Octave in its national 
observance at the National Shrine 
of the Immaculate Conception here, 
it has been announced. The Oc- 
tave begins on January 18. 

Archbishop Ivanios will celebrate 
the Divine Liturgy (the Mass, to 
Latin Rite Catholics) according to 
the Syro-Malankara Rite. In doing 
so he will use the same language, 
Aramaic, spoken by Our Lord when 
He was on earth. The sermon at 
this opening ceremony will be de- 
livered in English by Msgr. Thomas 
J. McMahon, national secretary of 
the Catholic Near East Welfare 
Association, an authority on the 
Oriental Catholics. 

Others who will take part in the 
Washington observance of the unity 
octave are Msgr. Edward Hawks, 
a former Anglican, who will speak 
on the conversion of Anglicans to 
the Church, and the Rev. John 
Oesterreicher, a convert from Juda- 
ism, who will give an address on 
the union with Catholicism of the 
Jews. | 

The Church Unity Octave is plan- 
ned again to be observed universal- 
ly. His Holiness, Pope Pius XII, 
will celebrate Mass in Vatican City 
on January 18 for its intention. 
The movement was founded in 1908 
by the Very Rev. Paul James 
Francis of the Society of the Atone- 
ment, while he was still a member 
of the Anglican Church. Shortly 
afterwards the entire Society of 
the Atonement entered the Catholic 
Church. The eight-day period in 
January was chosen for the ob- 
Servance because it extends from 
the Feast of the Chair of St. Peter 
in Rome to the Feast of the Con- 
version of St. Paul.

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Cathedral In 
Ogdensburg Is 
Ruined In Fire 


Building And Furnishings 
Completely Destroyed 
By Raging Blaze 


Ogdensburg, N. Y., Dee. 1— 
(NC)—St. Mary’s Cathedral, a 
local landmark since 1852, was de- 
stroyed by a fire of undetermined 
origin, last week. With the excep- 
tion of the sacred vessels and a 
few vestments,,the structure and 
all its furnishings are a complete 
loss. Damage has been estimated 
at $700,000, but the cost of re- 
placement will undoubtedly’ be 
higher. 

The fire was first reported by 
five boys from St. Joseph’s Home. 
Msgr. Louis D. Berube, cathedral 
administrator, and the Rev. F. G. 
Coseo, assistant, immediately 
tried to reach the sanctuary to re- 
move the Blessed Sacrament, but 
were unsuccessful, even with the 
aid of a smoke mask.

Eight denied the doctrine of 
original sin; thirty decided that 
there was “a tendency toward 
evil in human beings.” 

Seven did not believe in the 
Resurrection, but half the minis- 
ters considered Jesus a “neces- 
sary mediator between God and 
man.” 

Only eight of the fifty held 
the Bible authoritative in mat- 
ters of faith, rather than merely 
a guide. Thirty-five counted the 
church as indispensable; thir- 
teen rated it “helpful.” 

This “theological confusion,” 
concluded the committee sober- 
ly, is a serious handicap to Con- 
gregational evangelism. What, 
it asked, are preaching missions 
to preach, and in what faith are 
young people to be confirmed?

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Lafayette, La., Dec. 1.—(NC)— 
Looking beyond the borders of the 
United States, the National Cath- 


olic Rural Life Conference, at the 
completion here of its four-day 
silver jubilee convention, suggest. 
ed an international Catholic con- 
ference on rural life and its prob- 
lems. It was recommended that 
the conference be held in Rome 
in 1950 or 1951. 

Present-day food problems, the 
close relationship between, food re- 
sources and population “gro th, 
and the moral issues involved in 
international production and dis- 
tribution of food were given as 
reasons for an international! meet 
ing. 

Acting on another international] 
problem, the Conference adopted 
a resolution to support legislation 
now before Congress to provide 
for admission of more displaced 
persons than the present immi 
gration quotas allow. 

A resolution opposing the tem- 
porary importation of migratory 
farm labor from across the bor- 
ders “as a regular practice” and 
recommending that _ interstate 
transportation of migrant workers 
be brought under federal super- 
vision, was also adopted. Embod- 
ied in this resolution was a scor- 
ing of the custom, common in 
some areas, of seeking a large 
labor supply to circumvent wage 
demands; included also was a de- 
mand for decent housing and en- 
forced sanitary codes for migra- 
tory workers.

| The Apostles did just that. They 
‘preached and baptized, conferred 
‘the sacraments, offered the Holy, 
| Sacrifice, prayed and fasted. They 
'made converts and_ established 
‘churches. Over these newly estab- 
lished churches they placed other 
‘bishops who were to be their suc- 
'eessors. These bishops in turn con- 
'secrated others to succeed them: 
‘and so on down the line. The office 
‘of bishop carried with it ‘not only 
jurisdiction over a particular terrl- 
tory, but also the spiritual power 
of the New Testament priesthood. 
The bishopric, therefore, had to be 
received from the Church through 
one who had the power to confer 1t; 
namely, another bishop. It could 
be conferred only by one who him- 
self was a bishop. The conferring 
of the spiritual power of the priest- 
hood by a bishop, or by several 
| bishops acting in unison, 1s known 
as Apostolic Succession. Every 
' priest and bishop in the Catholi 
“hureh can trace his spiritual pow- 
ler and authority through Apostolic 
| Succession to the Apostles and to 
Christ. 

Apostolic Succession is ® key to 
the understanding of Christianity, 
because it deals with the principle 
of authority in the Church of 
Christ. Outside of the Catholic 
Church, the idea of Apostolic Suc. 
cession has been almost completely 
lost. This accounts in large mers 
ure for the supreme confusion 
among the Protestant churches.

Be Objective 


I was quite interested last Sat- 
urday morning when looking over 
the hist of church notices for Sun- 
day in my home town paper of 
Rochester, N. Y., to note the num- 
ber of Protestant sects; many of 
which I had never so much as heard 
of before. This division of Protes- 
tantism, which will go on without 
end till there are no Protestant 
churches left, is the result not only 
of following Luther’s subjective and 
false approach to the study of 
Christianity, but also of losing such 
key ideas to the objective under- 
standing of Christianity as tradi- 
tion and apostolic succession. 


It is strange how intelligent and 
often well educated men can see 
nothing inconsistent in their line 
of reasoning in one matter, when 
they themselves would consider the 
same line of reasoning very illogi- 
cal in other matters. I refer to the 
matter of the Bible giving a person 
the right to pose as an ambassador 
of Christ and of His Church, when, 
as all will readily admit, the United 
States Constitution does not give 
anyone the right to act as an am- 
bassador for this nation unless he 
“s duly appointed to that office, 

Catholics when discussing reli- 
gion with their Protestant friends, 
should try to create an objective 
approach to the subject by starti 
with the notions of Tradition, whic 
I described last week, and Apostolic 
Suceession. Christian beliefs and 
Christian authority must both come 
from Christ in unbroken succession 
from generation to generation.

Washington, Dee. 1,—The Vet- 
erans of the Abraham Lincoln 
Brigade are at it again. They are 
inserting large newspaper adver- 
tisements urging American citi- 
sens to write to Secretary of State 
Marshall demanding that this 
country break off diplomatic and 
commercial relations with Spain. 

The charges which these adver- 
tisements level against | General 
Franco’s regime are strikingly ap- 
plicable to Soviet Russia. Since 
the charges fit -so well, one won- 


ders whether these “premature 
anti-fascists,” as they describe 
themselves, would be willing to 


have the same penalties applied to 
the masters of thé Kremlin. 

The Veterans of the Abraham 
Lincoln Brigade want the United 
States to sever political and com- 
mercial ties with Spain because, 
they say, the Franco regime today 
harbors thousands of nazi war 
criminals... No doubt, there are 
some Germans in Spain, but ho ’ 
many it would be difficult, if not 
impossible, for anybody outside of 
oficial Spain to say. Whether all 
of these Germans are war crim- 
indls, is something else again. It 
seems likely that some of them 
are. It is quite possible, though, 
that most of them would not meet 
the specifications of that indict- 
ment, properly interpreted. 

On the other hand, it is well 
known that there are hundreds 
of thousands, even millions, of 
Germans in Soviet Russia. It may 
be objected that they are prison- 
ers of war. Those in Spain un- 
doubtedly could claim to be ref- 
ugees. Of those Germans in Rus- 
sia, who outnumber those in 
Spain a hundred, a thousand, or 
maybe even a hundred thousand, to 
one, many of them—and among 
these former highly placed offi- 
clals—have openly avowed the 
cause of Russia, if we are to be- 
lieve the Russian broadcasts. 
There seems to be little doubt that 
they have. It is generally accept- 
d that Russia has trained a con- 
siderable body of former German 
leaders to go back into Germany at 
the opportune moment, and do 
Russia’s bidding. There is no evi- 
dence that Franco is training any 
of the Germans in Spain to go 
back and take over their country 
in his name.
